2. (Original) The wearable article of Claim 1 wherein the fever indicator provides a qualitative 

indication of a fever. 

3. (Currently Amended The wearable article of Claim 2 1 wherein the fovor indicator oompriooo 

n tnTTipnmtiirQ ifidionting oompon e nt visible signal is a color change . 

4. (Currently Amended) The wearable article ofClaim 2 wherein the fever indicator comprises 

at loootone of a urine sensitive component and a tomperaturo sonoitivo componont . 

5. (Original) The wearable article of Claim 1 wherein the fever indicator provides a quantitative 

indication of a fever. 
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6. (Original) The wearable article of Claim 1 wherein the fever indicator is disposed on a carrier 

element. 

7. (Original) The wearable article of Claim 4 wherein the urine sensitive component dissolves 

upon contact with uiine.

9. (Original) The wearable article of Claim I wherein the fever mdicator comprises a 
plasticizer.
